The following text 
(http://www.fbi.gov/pressrel/pressrel01/affidavit.pdf), from the affidavit in support of the arrest 
of Robert Hanssen, is contained in the FBI’s official website: “Boris Nikolayevich Yuzhin was a 
KGB Line PR officer assigned to San Francisco under cover as a student from 1975 to 1976, and 
then as a TASS correspondent from 1978 to 1982. The FBI recruited him to serve as an agent-in¬ 
place, and debriefed him. After returning to the Soviet Union, Yuzhin became the subject of an 
internal KGB investigation. Yuzhin was compromised to the KGB by Ames in June 1985 and by 
“B” in October 1985. Based in part on the information “B” gave the KGB, Yuzhin was arrested in 
December 1986, convicted of espionage, and sentenced to serve 15 years in prison. In 1992, he - 
was released under a general grant of amnesty to political prisoners, and subsequently 
emigrated to the United States.”

20 (p. 63). The agent Is not named. It is well known that every company and organization is able 
to track long distance calls from its facilities, so this capability is not unique to the FBI or In any 
way sensitive. The locations cited are invented. I would like this paragraph to be restored. If 
necessary, I can point out that the specific locations cited are fictional., and delete the fact that 
the FBI did not have an arrangement In which individual long distance calls were not 
documented. 



22 (p. 65). This lengthy deletion contains several sections that contain no sensitive information, 
including (A) the two paragraphs on page 67 discussing my master’s degree program. I would 
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like this text restored. (B) The portion on pages 68 and 69 discuss Boris Yuzhin being issued a 
camera, and then inadvertently photographing himself; this information has been discussed in 
the public domain, including in the New York Times article entitled “A Graying Onetime Double 
Agent Returns to Scenes of Old Intrigue” by Ralph Blumenthal, published July 17,1994, which — 
includes quotes from two identified FBI agents, James Fox and Bill Smits, both of whom were 
subject to secrecy agreements. “On another occasion, F.B.I. agents say, Mr. Yuzhin snapped V. 
photos with a miniature camera inside the local K.G.B. office, unaware that he was also (iL^ 

photographing a reflection of himseif in a mirror. That accident meant that his role as an American 
agent might now be known not only by his handlers in the highly compartmentalized world of 
counterintelligence but also by anyone who happened to gain access to the photos.

103 (p. 248). Yuzhin’s involvement in an organization of political prisoners (identified in various ^. 

press articles as “The Ark Project”) is public knowledge, as it was contained in a FBIS / 

translation of press articles at the time, and has subsequently appeared in other articles. He also>t ' 
appeared on the NBC Evening News of June 18,1992, representing the Ark Project, in fact, I \ 

have no “Inside” information on this organization or Yuzhin’s involvement in it. I would like this \. 
text restored. \ 

104 (p. 248). I don’t understand to what this deletion is refem'ng. No “fifth sentence” on this 

page or nearby pages appears to have sensitive information. Beginning at this point, your page, 
count differs from that in my original manus(^ript to the point where it is sometimes difficult to 
identify your deletions without a copy of them as they appear in the manuscript, but I believe I 
have been able to spot what you intended except in this instance. Please explain which “fifth 
sentence” you are referring to. /

restored 


108 (p. 276). As was the case with Yuzhin and Martynov, Motorin is referred to in the same 
document on the FBI website as follows: “Sergey Mikhailovich Motorin was a KGB Line PR 
officer assigned to the Soviet Embassy In Washington D.C., from June 1980 to January 1985. In 
January 1983, the FBI recruited Motorin to serve as an agent-in-place, and he was debriefed by 
the FBI. Motorin returned to Moscow at the end of his tour of duty in January 1985. Motorin, like 
Martynov, was compromised to the KGB by Ames in June 1985 and by “B” In October 1985, as /s !/ 
described above. Based in part on the information “B” gave the KGB, Motorin was arrested in Uj^ 
November or December 1985, tried and convicted on espionage charges during the period of 
October- November 1986, and executed in February 1987.” Much of my text in this paragraph is 
commentary on what had appeared in the press, is speculative, and is not based on classified 
documents or conversations. Yuzhin himself has given a different explanation in published 
interviews. I would like that portion not based on Inside information or published in the open 
press to be restored, up to the point of the sentence beginning “We had seen over and over... 
while including text to clarity that 1 am addressing comments that appeared in the press. 


It would have made it much easier to identity the deletions if a copy of the manuscript with the 
deleted text blocked out was included, and it would have been much simpler for you to describe 
the cuts, especially since your page numbering and mine diverged at some points. Please 
consider including copies of the pages with deleted text in your response to this letter, especially 
since I request less “broad brush” consideration of several cuts. I appreciate your consideration 
and look fon/vard to your response.
